are unable to grumble to any very great 
extent, Consolation for unfulfilled hopes 
in one qnarter haa been found -in 
another. lessoni 
sinart whicl 
will not lessen tho spirit with which 
the battles of tho turf will be fought 
over again, ns they are sure to be, for 
mauy a week to come. It ought to 
increase the good humour, and doubt- 
less will do ao, of many an owner, 
when proving that if the race had 
been rau differently, if his jockey 
had come sooner, or waited o little 
longer, if, in short, the Mniden’s, the 
St. Leger or the Champion's had gone 
off so as exactly to suit the capa. 
bilities of his defeated crack, the other 
pony, who won, would have been no- 
where. Perhaps most of those on our 
turf,—and the same may be said of 
English and Americau racing men 
everywhere—can bear to see their 
horses beaten now aud then, but there 
are few who onn stand being beaten 
always, An unbroken ran of bad nok 
in racing, as in everything else in 
which man engages, requires, to sustain 























it, either the fiuest temper or courage 
that can not only bear defeat, bat 
conceal whatever effect it may produce 
on the spirits, and at the same time 
leave undisturbed the perfect control 
which everyone should have over him. 
self. ‘To lose like a gentleman, to be 
perfectly unruffled whatever baffets 
fortune may deal, is not given to every- 
one who races, nor is it likely to be 
uatil mankind is cast in one universal 
mould of tierves and temper. Aud 
when that condition of affairs arrives, 
whother it bo-by the elevation of tho’ 
species in the course of old-fashioned 
nature or by special legislation, it is 
unlikely that snflicient emulation will be 
left on the earth to make men care to 
boat cach other in horse racing. So 
far as we know nothing happened at 
the meeting lust week to call for the 
exerciso of more than the ordinary 
self-control which is sufficient to ounble 
men to bear passing disappointmente, 
It might perhaps have beon otherwise 
had any one or two stables swept

If a little more attention 
were paid to deconoy in Japan itself, aud 
jinricsha coolies were forbidden to go

‘The bil 
faro of the “magnificent banquet” at which 
the Viceroy of Chilli entertained Sir George 
Bowen appears also to have been com- 
municated to our contemporary, and very 
appotising it looks, though some of the 
dishes area little difficult to identify.

to be a clear soup, judging from the native 
esignation—and drank liqueur out of a 
silver goblet after the Chinese courses. 
‘Then, under the genial influence, prob- 
ably, of the liqueurs, he called Li’ Bung- 
chang ‘ the Napoleon of: the East ;” and 
the Vicoroy was so delighted with the 
compliment that he immediately -turned 
to Mr. Davenport, and said, ‘ell the 
Governor that I place my steam 
at his disposal to tow his Excellene;

‘The 
theft of Sir George’s clothes at the Nan- 
k‘ou inn is lightly but respectfully touched 
upon. His Excellency was robbed of a 
shooting-jacket, in the pockets of which 
were “cue or two articles.” Wo are 
much relieved to hear that, as his Ex- 
cellency was provided with a “change of 
raimeut,” he did not suffer very much 
practical inconvenience; but unluckily for 
posterity and the reporter of the China Mail 
one of the articles in the pocket of the coat 
was the gubernatorial note-book, and “its 
logs was deplored because it contained the 
notes of his journey.” Tt is all very well 
for the China Mail to say “Sir George may 
consvle himself with the reflection that t 
theft was one that wight ocour in many 
inus in England.” How the reflection that 
‘robbery int one place might have occurred 
somewhere else can consule a man for being

‘There is extensive 
accommodation for native passengers, some- 
what similar in plan to that of th 
River steamers. The boilers of this steamer 
are built of steel, with Fox corrugated fur- 
naces, to work at a pressure of 80 Ibs. to 
the:square inch, while the engines are 
similar in design to those of the twin-screw 
steamer Chungking. ‘The Ngaukin has been 
built to replace the Wulu, which was 
wrecked on the Langshan crossing in Jan- 
uary last, and wo believe that the rapi 
with which this steamer has 
built, aud brought here, has rarely 
‘een equalled.

Lottery Ticket came to light on Afynday 





Some time 
ago a poor old Chinese woman found a 
ticket lying on the ground on which was 
some foreign and Chinese writing. Not 
being able to read it, she showed it to two 
learned schoolmasters of her acquaintance, 
who discovered it to bea Manila Lottery 
ticket. They subsequently read with do- 
light ‘which may easily be imagined the 
announcement that the ticket had taken a 
prize of $3,000. ‘They cashed the ticket ata 
shop in Honan Road, and divided the 
money between them.’ The original pur- 
chaser of the ticket, who is a gilt-button 
mandarin, then discovered the serious loss 
he had sustaiued, instituted enquiries at 
the shop where he had bought the ticket, 
and found out who were the persons who 
had cashed it. In the meautime he had 
been turned out of a firm of which ho was 
member, his partners hi 

stitious feelin ng out of their notions 
of “Joss Pidgin,” that a man who was 
unlucky enough to lose a ticket worth 
$3,000 was not one to share their 
fortunes. On Monday the finder of the 
tickets, her two advisers who divided the 
spoil with her, aud he of the gilt-button 
ail appeared at the Mixed Court, aud the 
case was fully gone into’ by Chén and Mr. 
Carles. The defendants admitted having 
cashed the ticket, and the woman, that out 
of her share she had bonght a coffin for 
$100, and hi n $300 to hor son to 
buy a wife with.

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has been very much sought after. He was 
interviewed twico in Canton, and here in 
Hongkong ho has been marked down in all 
directions by those who would like to have 
a little information as to the position of 
affairs on the Tonquin borders. But th 
Gonoral has not satisfied his questioners. 
He will talk as much as is desired, but not 
@ word can be extracted from him as to the 
disposition of troops in the South. His 
position asa General in the Chinese ser- 
vice prevents him from giving any such 
information. The post General Mesny 
holds is not one that should please him 
‘most, because an outbreak of hostilities 
between China and any European country 
must place him in a very awkward position, 
unless he resigns his duties. If the Chi- 
neso Government desires to retain the 
services of a European who is almost a 
Chinaman by habit and experience, and 
who should be a very valuable man to 
them, they should invest him with some 
civil office.

But stranger 
than the neglect of dealers to pay gold per 
Ib, this tea, is the fact that such a rarely 
prepared lot, and from the Imperial Gardens 
too, was bought in Hankow at so cheap a 
price as 1s, por Ib. i 

‘We take the following from an English 
paper. It is interesting as showing the 
recent commercial condition of France, 
and also how arguments in favour of her 
foreign policy are now drawn therefrom. 
It is not very easy to see however in what 
way Madagascar and Tonquin can supply 
fresh markets for the industries of the 
French, say silk manufactures, wines, and 
fancy articles :—“ During the mouth of 
August the foreign trade of Frauce was again 
unsatisfactory. Her imports amount to 
454,067,008, whereas during August, 
1882, tiey were ouly 400,264,000f, Hor 
exports, on the contrary, declined from 
302,041,000f. in August last year to 
269,908,000F. during the samo period this 
yoar. The Temps considers that this double 
change is owing, in the first place, to the 
harvests, which still oblige Frs to make 
large and abnormal purchases of corn from 
foreign countries, while the exports of 
France are dimini ‘Thi, under the 
heading of articles of food, tl.» imports for 
August reached 143,058,000f., whereas 
they wero during the same period last year 
only 136,210,000f. ‘The exports of articles 
of food for the same month declined from 
65,105,008. in August, 1882, to56,644,000f. 
in 1883, Another cause of the unfavour- 
able condition of the foreign trade of France 
is, according to the same authority, the 
increase in tho importation of’ matufac- 
tured articles, which would not constitute 
‘a disadvantage if it were accompanied 
by a corresponding development of the 
exports of the same goods. It is, how- 

‘a bad sign when, as is the case 
now, the augmentation of the imports 
is followed by a diminution in the exports 
of manufactured goods. .During the past 
month th rts of these articles figure 
in the statistics for 61,487,000f., as 
against 53,479,000f. in August, 1882, ‘The 
exports during the same month declined 
from 162,586,000f. in 1882 to 142,621,000f. 
during the same period this year. At the 
same time the imports of raw materials 
continue toinerease. They have risen from 
185,189,008. to 219,409,000f., whereas the 
exports of the same class of goods have 
declined from 56,704,000f, to 54,026,008. 
‘The conclusion drawn from these facta by 
the Temps is that it is more than ever clear 
that it is necessary for France to seek fresh 
foreign markets for her industries. This, 
it believes, can only be done by sound 
Colonial policy.” 
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TRADE IN JAPAN. 
Wrrnour a report on the trade of 
Yokobama, the Commercial Reports 
from the Cousuls in Japan are as in- 
complete as those from their brother 
officials in China, minus that from 
* Shanghai. -No doubt the Report for 
the Yokohama trade is a much more 
Téngthy document and requires longer 
time to prepare than those from tho 
amaller ports. Bat as the Blue Book of 
these documents for 1882 relating to 
all the other places ia Japan which are 
open to trade, contains the despatch 
from Sir Harry Parkes, which we 
publish to-day, dated the 9th of 
June, the Consul at Yokohama might 
aurély have completed his labours in 
time to have allowed his paper to 
appear with those of his collesgaes, It 
may not now be published until ite’ 
contents have lost much of their 
intorest for readers. These official 
documents rarely contain anything 
that will bear keoping over,.and as, 
after all, they are chiefly intended for 
the edification of the mercantile world, 
it would be to the interest of the Consuls 
to give tho result of their labours a 
chance of being read. Business men 
have no time to throw away upon re- 
ports on trade a twelvomonth old; 
‘and it cannot be plonsant to » Consul 
to know that his labour bas been about 
as good as lost. 
‘The first report in the volame now 
before us is from Hakodate, where there 
are altogether fifty-nine foreign re. 
sidente, twenty-five of whom are Chinese, 
‘and soventeen British, who form among 
them three firms out of the five.at the 
port, The trade decreased $450,000 dar- 
ing the year, but it appears that in 1881 
$110,000, worth of Government goods 
were inoluded in the returns. Tho 
whole import trado in 1882 was valued 
at $7,417 being mainly in kerosene 
oil and stores for foreigners. ‘The ox- 
port trado is in soa-weed and other 
artioles for Chinese consumption. Not. 
withstanding what the Consul says of 
the poverty of tho greater part of the 
soauty population of tho district, he 
‘notes one siga of official enterprize, 
‘Tho: Prefect, the Consul writes, con- 
templates introducing a system of water. 
iworks. Like a good many other things 
in Japan this may not go further, bat 
even the contomplation of such aecheme 
dor the depressing circumstances of 
fakodate is somewhat to the credit 
of the official. From Hiogo and Osaka 
the same sad tale of bad trade 
ar with which we have heen so 
rin this country. The Corean 
affsir disorganized the import market 
‘at these and other ports in Japan, and 
threw the currency into disorder. ‘Then, 
again, gome of the falling off in the 
imports which the returns display is 
accounted for by.“ gradual abandon- 
ment -of ‘the -custom of overstocking 
the’ market on the chance of doing 
business.” Goods are, instead, now 





















imported to order. The “indirect” 
trade in imports, that is in goods 
purchased by Japaneso in Yokohama 
for the Hiogo market, shows a con- 
tinuous falling off during the last 
five years. The reason for this, given 
by the Consul, is the circumscription 
of trade; but we should attribute much 
of it to the equalizing effect on prices 
of the telegraph. ‘Traders in Hiogo 
can buy in Manchester as quickly as 
in Yokohama, and thongh they have 
been able to do so for some years, it is 
probable that the effect on this “in. 
direct” trade has been very gradual 
and has only lately begun to be felt. 
From what we bave heard we shall 
not be surprised to fiud that the tele- 
graph from Tientsin bas re-produced 
this year the direct trade in maunfac- 
tures between that port and England. 
And we should say there is a fair 
prospect of the business increasing. 
‘Writing of the trade arn, the Consul 
‘hat a larger quantity had been sold 
in Kobe in 1882 than in avy former 
year. In 1882 and 1882 the quantity 
of Indian yarn disposed of was abont 
40,000 and 45,000 piculs respectively. 
Euglish spinuiugs, especially the com- 
moner sorts, had been almost entirely 
neglected. ‘Tho Japanese have several 
spinning mills in operation in Osaka, 
in which they produce yarns somewhat 
similar to the Indian yarns which they 
purchase, viz, 16s. and 20s, The 
Consul might have given more in- 
formation about the progress of the 
Japanese cotton spinning mills; it 
would have been very interesting for 
aoveral reasons. The Consul at these 
ports and his colléague at Negasaki in- 
timate a considerable increase having 
takon place in the export of camplior, 
although the production in 1882 was 
one-third less than in 1881 in the three 
proviuoes wherethetrees chiefly abound. 
Regarding this trade the Hiogo Report 
says:—It is worth romarking that the 
trees in the possession of private in- 
dividuals are gradually becoming ex- 
hansted, and that, uuless the Govert- 
mout deoido to sell their camphor for- 
ests for the mannfacture of camphor 
instead of reserviug them for ship. 
building and other purposes, the pro- 
duction of this staple export in avy 
quantity will conse in a few years. 
‘Tho value of this export from Hiogo, 
Osaka aud Nagasaki Inst year was 
some $840,000. The traffic ou the 
Railways increased slightly; on tho 
Kidto, Kébe and Otsu section. Some 
200,000 more passeugers travelled— 
nearly 3,700,000 people using the line 
in the year—and the increase in re- 
venue was 55,000 yen. 

The Consul at Nagasaki commences 
his report on the trade in grey shirt- 
ings by saying that the decrease in the 
import of them is owing to the oon- 
sumers having found out the worthless. 
ness of Manchester clayed goods, They 
fare, in consequence, fast going back 
to their old practice -of spinning this 
class of fabrio for themselves, and 
‘a noticedble increase in the nutaber of 




















new hand-looms in the houses hae 
followed, as also in the quantity of raw 
cotton imported. Tho trade in the 
latter rose from 8,000 picals in 1881

TEE ‘MIKADO’S BIRTHDAY. 

Las Saturday was the Birthday of Mate 
subito I,one hundred and twenty-third 
Emperor of Japan. His Imperial Ma: 

sty is now thirty-three yours old, 
having reigned sinco the death of his 
father, which took place in 1867. He 
was born at Kioto on the 22nd day of the 
9th month of year Kayei, and was the 
second son of the late Emperor Komei 
and the Empress Fujiwara Asako, 
When about nine yoars old he was 
nominated Prince Imperial and Heir 
Appareut, and succeeded to the Throne 
on the 13th February 1867, being 
crowned at his birthplace on the 12th 
October in the succeeding year. A 
fow days aftorwards the now Emperor 
chose tho formula ‘Meiji? BA 7p to 
designate his reign, aud married, early 
the next year, th 
ter of a noble of the 
is no other monarch in the world who 
can boast so unbroken a desoont from 
80 ancient a stock as the Mikado, The 
Chinese, it is true, claim that their 
history commences some threo thousand 
years bofore the birth of Christ—for 
it is unnecessary to treat gravely such 
records as profess to deal with tho 
fabulous dynasties of Heaven, Harth, 
aud Mau. Against the five thousand 
years or so to which Chinese historians 
lay claim as the period during which 
monarchs have ruled this Jand, the 
Japanese place only two thousand five 
hundred and forty-four. They dato 
their calendar from the ascension of 
Jimmu Tonno, which according to the 
best authorities took place on the 7th 
of April, 660 B.C. Even this modest 
claim has been disputed, cortain ra 
tionalising spirits of, modern , times 
maintaining that Jimmn is a myth. 
But this scepticism wants more to 
support it than ‘the more antiquity 
assigned to him. There is’ nothing 
unlikely in the fact that @ person 
said to have reigned in Japan while 
Talus Hostilins was reigning in Romo 
was at least as real as bis confriie 
of the West. But whatever. may be 
the troth, be Jimmu a myth or.a 
reality, the fact remains that while 
China bas bad two-aud-twenty dynaatiés 
Japan bas had butone.. In China the 
throne bas frequently. been seized ‘by 
parvenas. Savagechiofs from Manoharia 
‘and Tarkestan, slaves “faised to’ the 
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doubtfal honour of Court favourites, 
even servants in a Buddhist monastery, 
have in many instances ousted the 
reigning sovereign aud assumed the 
Imperial yellow. Bat in Japan there 
hasbeen ‘one long, unbroken line of 
monarchs, the longest; oldest dynasty 
in the world, in comparison with 
which the Guelpbs and Hapsburgs are 
notweaus riches, and the Romanofis of 
yesterday. “‘Disdaining,” says Mr. 
Griffis, “to havea family name, claiming 
escent not from mortals but from the 
-heavenly gods, the Imperial “House of 
the ‘Kingdom of the Rising Sun oc- 
oupies a Throne which no plebeian has 
éver attémpted to usurp. Throughout 
the vicissitudes of the Imperial line, 





in plonitude of powor or abasemout of; 


povorty, its mombers deposed or set up 
atthe pleasure of the upstart or the 
Political robber, the Throne itsclf bas 
remained unshaken. Unclean hands 
have not béen Inid upon the Ark 
iteolf . . . Not even, as in China, 
did, one dynasty of alion blood over- 
throw another, and reign in the 
stoad of a destroyed family. Suol 
events are uoknown in Japane: 
‘There was once a Chinese 
mouarch who, having destroyed all the 
historical’ records. which he found in 
Ohina, assumed the title of the First 
Emperor. His ambition was to sweep 
awoy bygone ages from the minds of 
his subjects, and to be handed down to 
Posterity as the founder of the Chinese 
Empire. ‘Tho prosent Emperor of 
Japan, without having displayed any 
(Personal ambition, without in auy way 
having ‘thrust himself forward or at- 
tempted to override the decisions of his 
advisors, fiids himself to-day in a far 
worthier position than that aimed at 
by the bloody ‘sin Shi Huang. Muten- 
hito is, in no poetical or far-fetched 
setise, the First Emipéror of New Japan. 
Tt is under his reign that the great 
Rovolution has: taken place, that the 
barbarous usages of fendal times bai 
boon disoontivined, that the long-locke: 
doors of social aud international inter- 
cotrse have been thrown open, that 
science and rescarch have began to illu. 
mine the “gross darkness which covered 
the. people,” aud that the hard, prosnio, 
bitter struggle with financial difficulties 
atid an over-restless population line 
been ‘commenced and waged. In the 
work of national regeneration, however, 
His Majoaty has boon most ably seconded 
by ‘the “Empress, ‘This august lady, 
with all the graoss of her'sex, is never- 
theless posaéssed of @ particularly ‘fine 
and onltured mind, and has for years 
devoted her great inflaence and talents 
to'raising the’ position of her’ country- 
women. Tho pretty dolls who, as far as 
-most foreign observation .goos, have 
‘hitlérto been the’mothers and wives of 
“the Japanese, are fast -going out of 
‘én, ad we'coustautly bear of girl. 
fiom the schools patronised 
by the’ Empress Haruko favouring the 
public with their vi ial ques. 
































the Empress of Japan, or to overrate 
tho importance and beneficial character 
of the work she bas taken up. ‘The 
Mikado is no longer looked on as 
divine; but he is revereuced and ad- 
mired everywhere, aud many were ¢! 
houises on Saturday in which a coremoni- 
ona but cordial bow was made before 
his photograph. The fame of Matsu- 
ito’s reign will descend to posterity 
in  parer and more lasting form than 
if he bad remained no more than an 
alleged descendant of the lfoly gods. 
It will be remembered when the name 
of Kuang Hii has been relegated.to 
the limbo of Imporial Archives, or only 
remembered, perhaps, as that of the 
obild-Emperor who beld mimic sway 
over China daring what may prove to 
be the declining days of a foreign 
dynasty, It is perhaps impossible to 
form an idea of the opinion held of the 
Emperor and Empreas of Japan by: the 
Eqopress Dowager of Obina, The an- 
cient and illustrious descent of the 
‘Mikado must place him, in Hastern eyes, 
immensarably above the lady who now 
represents what is, after all, a Houso 
of comparatively recent date. Such re- 
spect, however, as is due to him from this 
canse is no doubt much impaired by the 
consideration that he has, from a Chi- 
nese point of view, so far degraded bim- 
solf as to allow his subjects to gaze upon 
his face, and even to entertain foreigners 
at banquets aud at garden-parties. 
Ana yet we think the Emperor of 
Japan has by far tho best of it, and 
far less reason to hedge his Throne 
about with precautions for its safety 
than his prouder brother of Peking. 


























THE AMERICAN PRESS ON ENGLAND. 
‘To see ourselves as others soo 
if the lessons taught us by o 
rightly applied, to be an exoellont thing 
for ustious and in The peo. 
ple of two coantries aro at the present 
time especially subjected to goodhu- 
mioured and iutelligeut attention and 
criticism from grest numbers of each 
other’s inbabitants. The Atlantic 
steamers have this season carried 
greater numbers of information and 
pleasure secking Englishmen than ever 
before. And the average number of 
eighty thousand Americans who are 
said to have gone to Earopeannunlly for 
some years past, line this year been con- 
siderably exceeded. So many mombers 
of Parliament have passed their antumn 
holidays in the United Stal 
there is a dangor of these personages 
becoming such common objects as to 
cease to obtain much attention. Of 
course all have not gone solely in an 
enquiring'spirit. A little business has 
in mapy cases been added to the phi- 
losophical objeots of the tour. But-a 
great namber of Englishmen have 
visited America to acquaint themselves, 
as well as a short trip will allow them, 
with the political aud social condi- 
tion of Canada and the United States. 
They may not be-able to learn much 
in the course of a few’ weeks, as‘much 



































of their time will be passed in rail 
way travelling, but may bave seen many © 
things which will enable them to decide 
points about which their reading had 
left them doubtfal. While it would 
appear from what we have seen in the 
papers that English travellers are gé 
to Aimerioa chiefly to iuorease their 
knowledge, Americans, we learn from 
the same sources, are going to Enrope 
maiuly for pleasure. In the last term 
are included a great namber of some. 
what diverse thiugs,—the ties of 
London aud of Continental cities, the 
contest of dress and toilet, the pur. 
obase of pictures, libraries, bric d brac, 
in short all the good thiugs aud vanities 
which rich people gather to themaclyes, 
Bat among the crowd of Americans 
who are visiting the old world there 
are certainly many who intend to make 
pretty mach the same use of thei 
as the intelligent Englishmen wil 
todoiuAmerics, Que has only to glance 
at the contents of the best American 
newspapers and magazines, to eee how 
general and miunte is the interest taken 
by all classes of peoplo in Baropean 
and partioularly in Euglish affairs of all 
kinds, 

‘Tho pains taken by American news- 
papers to keep their readers abreast, 
not only with events iu England, but 
with the phases of political thought 
there, is well illastrated by the quautity 
of space which the Nation devotes'to 
such matters. Every number coutains 
long and excellent letters from ite 
Correspondents, while the proceedings 

nd_ even of politidal 
bodies that have ‘little importance 
in the eyes of the average, non. 
partisan Englishman, aro roviewed in 
leaders and paragraphs. The mérits, 
actions, olaims to position, and, in short, 
the whole public couduct of English 
statesmen are carefally considered al 
most week by week. The foreign nowa 
in the New York Herald, and especially 
that from Great Britain and its ‘de. 
pendenci ‘ 
London daily papers, No English no 
papers attempt to give’ their ra 
such fall information abont the United 
States as the two New York papora we 
haye mentioned give of Bugland, nor 
do they try to aoquaint their readers 
with the characteristios and. opiiions 
of American statesmen, as dozens of 
their contemporaries in large Amorican 
cities try to enlighten their readers 
abont Europesa public mon. ‘This 
care to present o faithful pictute of 
English political life at any: partion 
lar time, is rendered less valuable ‘by 
all the London Correspondents bélong- 
ing to one school of opinion. If’ we 
might offer a word of advice to the 


































































conductors of the Nation, it would be~ 
to invite correspondence now and then ~ 


from those who are opposed to the 
policy of Mr. Gladstone, or even from 
those who may dccasionally bo visited 
with doubts of his auiversal wisdom. 
Americans who are not well aoquainted 
with English :politios, if they-obtained 
their ‘sole information'‘on these from 
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the Nation, would acquire a vague 
idea that the Conservative Party was 
weak aud stupid, and onght to be held 
in contempt by all enlightened citizens. 
Such renders would cortainly never 
Jearn that the Conservative party com- 
prizes within its ranks n majority of 
tho learned professions, to say nothing 
of three-fourths or two-thirds of the 
‘wealthy, and probably two-fifths of 
those who live by the lubour of their 
head and hands, Such a numerous 
‘and well educated Party is surely worth 
fall attention by Americans who wish 
to acquaint themselves with the state 
of English politics. A paper which 
would sock to present both sides of 
English questions would surely do 
much to enlighten its readers. The 
latter would gain a juster idea of 
affairs in the old country, and to give 
that is we should think the desire of 
respeotable Amoricau newspapers. ‘The 
editors of these have uo party objects 
to sérve by misrepresenting English 
affaire, except whon the question of pro- 
teotion comes up, when it is sometimes 
necessary to account for democratic 
snooessea by tho lavish expenditure of 
English gold, Perhaps, too, the con- 
Auotors of the pnpers might benefit by 
taking © more general view of English 
‘affairs ; looking at their several sides, 
They would porhaps lose some of their 
sympathy with one particular party, 
but they would gain a knowledge of 
Bnglish political and social character 
iu which they sometimes now appear 
wanting, Not very long ago the 
Nation speculated seriously on a wild 
notion that had got afloat in the States, 
that English Governments applied the 
funds of foreign snitors, and claimants 
to grent estates—of whom tribes appear 
in America whenever largo sums get 
into Chancery—to the corruption of 
other peoples, and attempting the virtue 
of Republicans. A better acquaintance 
with Eogland.would have shown the 
editors tho impossibility of thie. And, 
in a trifling matter, wo may notice 
that this papor has suffered itself to 
imitate the Saturday Review to the 
extent of being inaccurnto in order to 
make a point against au Buglish paper, 
and English self-complncency. ‘The 
Saturday is sometimes unfair to Ame- 
rica, and now the Nation has been un. 
fair to England, For, in a recent num- 
bor, it ctows over the Daily News for 
writing as if wooden pavements were 
& new English inyeution, and says 
they tried them in New York ten or 
fifteen years ago. We bad them in 
Bogland forty. or fifty yenrs since, 
as, the satirical recommendation of 
Sydney Smith still testifies in mnny 
jest-books, 














CHINESE SCHOLARSHIP,

‘Mr. Faber has made the remark that the 
“Chinese do not understand any systematic 
‘method of scientific enquiry. Nevertheless 


“dn one of their Classics, called “The Great 
Study,” ‘a work which is. considered by 








most foreign scholars as a Book of Plati- 
tudes, a concatenation is given of the order 
in which the systematic study of the 
scholar should be pursued. The student of 
Chinese cannot perhaps do better than 
follow the course thus laid down, namely, 
to begin his study with the individual, to 
proceed from the individual to the family, 
and from the family to the Government. 

First, then : it is necessary and indis- 
pensable that the student should endeavour 
to arrive ata just knowledge of the prin- 
ciples of individual conduct of the Chinese. 

ly, he will examine and see how 
these principles are applied and carried out 
in the complex social relations and family 
life of the people. Thirdly, he will be 
able then to give his attention, and direct 
his study, to the government and ad- 
ministrative institutions of the country. 
Such a programme as we have indicated, 
can, of course, be followed out only in 
general outline; to carry it fully out 
would require the devotion and undivided 
energies of almost a whole life-time. But 
we should certainly refuse to consider a 
man a Chinese scholar or attribute to him 
any high degree of scholarship, unless he 
had in some way made himself familiar 
with the principles above indicated. The 
German poet Goethe says: “In the works 
of man, as in those of nature, what is 
really deserving of attention, above every- 
thing, is—the intention.” ’ Now inthe 
study’ of national character, it is also of the 
first importaice to pay attention, not only 
to the actions and practice of the people, 
but also to their notions and theories ; to get 
a knowledge of what they consider as good 
and what as bad, what they regard as just 
and what as unjust, what they look upon 
as beautiful and what as not beautiful, and 
how they distinguish wisdom from foolish- 
ness. This is what we mean when we say 
that the student of Chinese should study 
the principles of individual conduct. In 
other words, we mean to say that you must 
et at the national ideals. If it is asked 
how this is to be attained: we answer, by 
the study of the national literature, in 
which revelations of the best and highest 
as well as the worst and lowest sides of the 
character of the people can be read. The 
one object, therefore, which should engago 
the attention of the foreign student of 
Chinese, is the standard national literature 
of the people : whatever proparatory studies 
it may be necessary for him to go through 
should serve only as means towards the 
attainment of that one object. Let us now 
seo how the student is to study the Chinese 
literature. 

“The civilisations of Europe,” says a 
German writer, “rest upon those of Greece, 
Rome and Palestine ; the Indians and Per- 
sians are of the same Aryan stock as the 
people of Europe, and are therefore related ; 
and the influence of the intercourse with 
the Arabs during the Middle Ages, upon 
European culturo,- has not, even to this 
day, altogether disappeared.” But as for the 
the Chineso, the origin and development. of 
their civilisation rest upon foundations alto- 
gether foreign to the culture of the people 
of Europe. ‘The foreign student of Chinose 
literature, therefore, has all the disadvant- 
ages to overcome which must result from 
the want of community of primary ideas 
and notions. It will be necessary for him, 
not only to equip himself with these foreign 
notions and ideas, but also, first of all, to 
find their equivalents in the Europe lan- 
guages, and if these equivalents do not 
exist, to disintegrate them, and to see to 
which side of the universal nature of man 
these ideas and notions may be referred. 
Take; for instance, those Chinese words 
of constant recurrence in the Classics, 
and generally translated into English as 
“benevolence,” “justice,” and “propriety.” 
Now when we come to take these English 
words together with the context, we feel 
that they are not adequate: they do not 
connote all the ideas the Chinese. words 
contain. Again, the word ‘humanity ”.is 
























pebape the most exact equivalent for the 
thinese word translated ‘‘ benevolence” ; 
but then, “humanity ” must be understood 
in a sense different from its idiomatic use 
in the English language. A venturesome 
translator would use the “love” and 
“righteousness” of the Bible, which are 
perhaps as exact as any other, having re- 
gard both for the sense of the words and the 
idiom of the Janguage. Now, however, if 
wedisintegrate and refor the primary notions 
these words convey, to the universal nature 
of man, we get, at once, at their full signi- 
ficance : namely, of “the good,” “ the true,” 
and “ the beautiful.” 

_, But, moreover, the literature of a nation, 
if it is to be studied at all, must bo 
studied systematically and as one con- 
nected whole, and not fragmentarily and 
without plan or order, as it has hitherto 
been done by most foreign scholars. “It 
is,” says Mr. Matthew Arnold, ‘it is 
through the apprehension, cither of all 
literature,—the entire history of the human 
spirit,—or of a single great literature, or of 
asingle great literary work, as a connected 
whole, that the real. power of literature 
makes iiself felt.” Now how little, we 
have seen, do the foreign students conceive 
the Chinese literature as whole! How 
little, therefore, do they get at its signi- 
ficance ! How little, in fact, 'do they know 
it! How little does it become a power in 
their hards, towards tho understanding of 
the character of the people! With the 
exception of the labours of Dr. Legge 
and of one or two other scholars, the 
people of Europe know of the Chinese 
literature principally through the transla- 
tions of novels, and even these not of the 
dest, but of the most commonplace of their 
class. Just fancy, if a foreigner were to 
judge of the English literature from tho 
works of Miss Rhoda Broughton, or that 
class of novels which form the reading stock 
of shoal hogs and nursery-maids! Jt was 
this class of Chinese literature which Sir 
‘Thomas Wade must have had in his mind, 
when in his wrath he reproached the Chi- 
nese with “ tenuity of intellect.” 

Another extraordinary judgment which 
used to be passed upon Chinese literature 
was, that it was excessively over-moral, 
Thus the Chinese people were actually ac- 
cused of over-morality, while at the samo 
time most fo:eigners are pretty well agreed 
that the Chineso are a nation of liars! But 
we can now explain this by the fact that, 
besides the trashy novels we havo already 
noticed, the work of translation amon; 
studonts of Chineso was formerly confin 
exclusively totheConfucianClassics. Nevor- 
theless, there are of course a great many 
other things in these writings besides mora- 
lity, and, with al deference to Mr. Balfour, 
we think that “the admirable doctrines” 
these books contain are decidedly not 
“utilitarian and worldly” as they have been 
judged to be. We will just submit two 
‘sentences and ask Mr. Balfour if he really 
thinks them ‘‘utilitarian and mundane. 
“He who sins against Heaven,” said Con- 
fucius in answer to a Minister, “he who 
sins against Heaven has no place where 
he can turn to and pray.” Again, Mencius 
says: ‘Tlovelife, but Lalso love righteous- 
ness ; but if I cannot keep them both, I 
would give uplife and chooserighteousness.”” 

We have thought it worth while to digress 
so far in onder to protest against Mr. 
Balfour's judgment, because we think that 
such smart phrases as ‘a bondslave to anti- 

muity,” “a pasbmasier in casuistry” ete., 
should scarcely be employed in a work pur: 
posely philosophical, much less applied to 
the most venerated name in China. Mr. 
Balfour was probably led astray by his ad- 
miration of the Prophet of Nan-hua, and, in 
his eagerness to emphasise the superiority of 
the Taoist over the orthodox school, he 
been betrayed into the use of expressions 
which, we are sure, his calmer judgment 
must condemn. : 

But to return from our digression. We 
have said that the Chinese literaturo must 
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be studied as a connected whole. Moreover 
we have noted that the people of Europe 
are accustomed to conceive and form th 
judgment of tho literature of China 
solely from those writings with which 
the namo of Confucius is associated; bat, 
in faci, the literary activity of the Chinese 
had only just bogun with the labours of 
Confucius, and has since continued through 
eighteen dynasties, including more than 
two thousand years. At the time of Con- 
fucius, the literary form of writing was 
atill very imperfectly understood. 

‘Hero let us remark that, in the study of 
‘a literature, theze is one important point 
to bo attended to, but which has hithe:to 
been completely lost sight of by foreign 
students of Chinese ; namely, the form of 
the Itorary writings, To bo rare,” sxid 
the poet Words~orth, “it was the matter, 
‘but thon you know the matter always comes 
out of the manner.” Now it is true that 
the early writings with which the name of 
Confucius is associated do not pretend to 
any dogree of perfection, as far as the 
literary form is concerned : they are con- 
sidered as classical or standard works not 
so much for thoir classical elegance of style 
or perfection of literary form, as for the 
value of tho matter they contain. The 
father of Su Tung-po, of the Sung dy- 
nasty, remarks that something approaching 
to the formation of a prose style may 
be traced in the dialogues of Mencius. 
Novortheless Chinese literary writings, 
both in prose and poetry, have since been 
Aeveloped into many forms and styles, The 
writing of the Western Hans, for instance, 
differs from the essays of the Sung period, 
much in the same way as the prose of Lord 
Bacon is different from the proso of Addison 
or Goldsmith. ‘The wild exaggeration and 
and harsh diction of the poetry of the six 
dynasties are as unlike the putity, vigour, 
and brilliancy of the Tang pocts as the 
early weak and immature manner of Keats 
is unlike the strong, clear, and correct splen- 
dour of Tennyson. 

‘Having thus, as we have shown, equipped 
himself with the primary principles and 
notions of the people, the student will then 
bo in a position to direct his study to the 
social relations of the people ; to sce how 
the principles are applied and carried out, 
But tho social institutions, manners and 
customs of a people do not grow up, 
mushrooms, in a night, but are developed 
and formed into what they are through 
Jong centuries. It is thorefore necessary 
to study the history of. the people. Now 
the history of the Chineso people is as 
yet almost unknown to European scholars. 
Tho so-called History of China, by Mr. 
Dometrius Boulgor, published ’ recently, 
is porhaps tho worst history that could 
have been written of a civilised people 
like the Chinese. Such a history as Mr. 
Boulger has written might be tolerated 
if writton of some such savage people as the 
Hottentots. The very fact that such a 
history of China could have been published, 
serves only to show how very far from 
being perfect. yet is the knowledge of 
Chinese among’ Europeans. Without the 
Knowledge of their history, therefore, no 














correct judgment can be formed of the 
social institutions of a people. Such works 
as Dx. Williams's Middlo Kingdom and 





Mr. Doolittle’s book, from want of such 
Imowledge, are not ‘only useless for the 

se of the scholar, but are oven 
misleading for the mass of general readers. 
Just to take one instance,—the social 
ceremony of the people. "the Chinese 
aro certainly a ceremonious people, and 
it is true that they owe this to tho 
influonco of the teaching of Confucius. 
Now Mr. Balfour may speak of the petti- 
fogging observances of a ceremonial life as 
much as he pleases; nevertheless, even 
“the bows and scrapes of external de- 
corum,” as Mr. Giles calls them, have their 
roots deep in the universal nature of Man, 
in that side of human nature, namely, 


Which wa have defined a3 the sonse of the 











Veautiful. ‘In the use of ceremony,” says 
a disciple of Confucius, ‘ what is import- 
art, is naturalness (spontancity); this is 
what is realy beautiful in the ways of the 
ancient E.aperors.” Again, it is said some- 
where in the Classics: "Ceremony is 
simply the expression of Revezence,” (the 
Ehsfiireht of Goothe’s Wilhelm Meister.) 
We now see how evident it is that a 
judg-ent of the manners and customs of a 
nation should be founded upon the know- 
lodge of the moral principles of the people. 
Moreover the study of the Government 
ard pol inctitutions of a country,— 
which, we have said, should be reserved by 
the student to the last stage of his labours, 
—must also be found-d upon an_under- 
standing of their philosophical principles 
and a krovledge of their history. 

We will conclude with a quotation 
from “ The Great Study,” or the Book of 
Platitades, as foreigners consider it. “The 
Government of the Empire,” said, 
“should begin with the proper administra- 
tion of the State; the administration of 
the State begins with the regulation of the 
family ; and the regulation of the family 
Degins with the cultivation of the in- 
dividual.” ‘This, then, is what we mean by 
Chinese Scholarship.

In places whero the 
drought was most severe not a single 
animal has survived, and the poople on 
the station, men and women, old and 
young, wore reduced to mere skeletion 
with Just sufficient vitality left to toll a 
piteous tale of ravenous hunger and want, 
The Memorialist made a judicious di 
tribution amongst them ‘of a portion 
of the money and grain he had with him, 
to their immense solaco and delight, ‘The 
whole of this region, far and wide, 
was porfectly bare for hundreds of li, 
nd the Mongols in the vicinity had either 
died or left, the only people remaining 
being the residents at tho stations, with 
the officers aud soldiers posted thoro, 
‘These vary in number from something over 
a hundred souls.to sixty or seventy, at 
each station, and lists were made out and 
verified by the Memorialist Yung Té, with 
« view to a further issue of relief later 
ou, The officers in command of stations 
were instructed to use their best endea- 
yours from time to time to induce the 
‘Mongols who had abandoned the couutry to 
come back, strengthening their argumonts 
by a promise of speedy relief to any who 
might apply for alms.

‘THE CHINSSE CONSTABLES. 
To the Eiditor of the 

Nonra-Cuiva Dany News. 
Si,—Allow me to express my profound 
rogrols at the necessity (whether real or 
imaginary) of employing Chinese constables 
to preserve the peace and quiet of the 

foreign Settlement. I regret thi 














ing necessity, because I am fully convinced 
myself, and think I cau readily prove to 
others, that the Chinese constables aro 





worse than useless, and are, moreover, a 
disgrace and atigma to the reputation of 
the Municipal Council who employ them, 
And why ate they a stigma to the reputa- 
tion of the Municipal Council ?—OF course, 
tho very action of the Municipal Council 
in omaploying any constables at all ia a 
dosire to see that justice be done to every 
one in the Settlemont: that those who 
violate the law and disturb the peace of 











others hed according to 
tho gravity jour ; whil 
those who abide by the law aud are pe 





ably disposed should have their rigl 
protected from encroachments by others. 
But in employing the Chinese constables 
the Municipal Council do the very opposite 
of their intentions, for every oue kuows that 
the Chinese constables pussess such crude 
ideas of justice that, when they exercise 
heir authority, we fail to reoognize it ax 








such, Or, in other words, the Chinese 
constables are a set of street-loafers, who 
possess so little of that metal called courage 
that they dare to put their hauds ouly on 
poor and defenceless. Doubtless many 
havo observed sgain aud again that when 
8 Chinese constable sees a foreigner com- 
mit an act of injustice against a Chinaman, 
ho blaudly walks by and suffers the guilty 
man to accomplish his act unmolested ; 
whereas if he should happen to see a coolio 
doing anything the least out of the way, 
he at once pouuces upon him with his 
dreaded baton, and, seizing him by his 
pig-tail, accompanies him with test 
celerity to the Police Station ; and there, 
Jaying a charge of a most serious 
againat him, he locks him up for solitary 
meditation.” If the Municipal Council deem 
this enlightened justice, then they havo 
fully accomplished the ends of their wishes ; 
but if not, then they aro sadly deluded in 
thinking that justice is administered at the 
hands of Chinese constable: 
Moreover, ofton-times aChinose constable 
will stand by and gaze on with curious 
interest while a drunken sailor reels and 
totters in the streets, it 
hideous curses, 
‘come across his way, and p 1g any. 
thing but an ight to beholders. 
Of what use then are the Chinese con- 
stables? ‘They sorve only as objects of 
mockery to foreigners and Chineso, while 
they strike no terror into the hoarts of 
those who may be disposed to violato the 
law. Botter, far better, would it be if the 
Municipal Council would save the money 
that is regularly spent for their salaries, 
and expend it in the employment of moro 















































m of employing Chineso 
‘bles be absolutely necessary, cannot 
some modifications be made whereby it 
may become more eflicient? Most cer- 
ly the present aystom admits of re- 
forms aud modifications ;~—and before con- 
cluding, I would like to sugyest three of 
them. First, I think that as a general rule, 
the Ningpo and Canton men are moro 
courageous than tho natives of Shanghai; 
therefore it would be pr 
the former for the constable servi 
Secondly, I would suggest tha 
n into the Police service until 
given proof of his: possessing the 
re courage to perform his duties ; 
this can be done only by giving him a 
probation, for three monthis or thereabouts. 
‘TPhirdly, L would seriously recommend to 
the proper authorities to instruct the 
ive constables to make no distinc 
their arrests, They should be 
understaud that if they po 
form their duties conscientiously, th 
would be backed up by the Dun 
Council and the foreign community ; but, 
on the other hand, if they should once 
abuse their power, they would be severely 
and. speedily punisod. "Possessing this 
confidence, they will not dread the wrath 
of the foreiguer and the veneance of the 
Chinese, and they will venture to make 
xrrests from which they hare hitherto 
refrained. At any rate, let us have some- 
thing more dignified and awe-inspiring than 
this present set of eringing and chicken- 
hosted loafers.
